Last Minute Grooming

With only a few days to go until 
the winners of the $5,000 in pre- 
miums is decided local cattle are 
being given last minute grooming 
for the Third Annual Bourbon 
Beef Show. The show is sched- 
uled for Thursday and Friday, 
December 9 and 10 at the Bour- 
bon Stock Yards in Louisville. 

Upholding the cattle industry 
in our area will be: Millstone 
Farm, Anchoage, 9 head; Sky- 
line Fawns, Prospect, 8 head; E. 
D. Axton, Jr., Louisville, 45 head; 
Robert Lee Byron, Louisville, 1 
head; O. S. Bond, Louisville, 45 
head; W. L. Lyons Brown, Pros- 
pect, 2 head; C. H. Gutermuth, 
Louisville, 5 head; Norman Dick, 
Jr., Prospect, 21 head; R. H. 
Shipp, Prospect, 3 head. 

More than 70 carload of 15 head 
each will participate in this 
year's show. Single entries and 
groups of five bring the grand 
total to over 1,300 head. In the 
first show in 1946 only 385 cattle 
showed while 835 were in last 
year's judging. 

All cattle in the show are fat- 
tened on balanced rations con 1 
tabling either distillers dried 
grains or solubles which makes 
them eligible to show and sell as 
"Bourbon Beef." Kentucky pro- 
duces about half the nation's sup- 
ply of this protein rich feed and 
the show management wants 
more of this Kentucky produced 
feed fed to Kentucky's cattle. 

Major premiums which may be 
won by local entries are $1,000 
to be given the Grand Champion 
and another $1,000 for the 
Champion Carload. 

State Tobacco Sales 
Start On High Level 

First sales for the 1948 Burley 
tobacco crop began November 
29 in the eight state marketing 
area. The Federal-State Mar- 
ket News Service reports the 
general average for the morning 
sale at Lexington was estimated 
to be from $49 to $50 per hun- 
dred. This compares with an 
average of $49.42 for 2,742,161 
gross pounds auctioned on this 
market on opening day last 

Comparative prices today 
with the morning sales last 
season showed flyings and lugs 
up $2 to $3 per hundred and 
leaf and tips generally un- 
changed. Growers offered 
mostly low to good fcaf and 
fair and good flyings and lugs. 
It was estimated that approxi- 
mately 25 per cent of the bas- 
kets were consigned to the As- 
sociation at the Commodity 
Credit Corporation's support 
price as against about 15 per 
cent last season. 

The general quality of the of- 
ferings did not come up to that 
of opening day of 1947. The 
chief difference was because of 
larger proportions of leaf and 
tips and less lugs.

Bacon and Sons of Louis- 
had led off with a half 
page ad in The Jeffersonian fea- 
turing toys and other suggestivi 
Christmas "buys," adding "Bring 
the Children." . . . E. R. Sprowl, 
estate agent, ' 
had issued a handsome and 
costly booklet, printed in The 
Jeffersonian office, and boosting 
Jeffersontown. Prediction was 
made in this publication that th 
population of the town would 
twice double in ten years, 
'you are looking for a desirable 
location for a home, Jefferson- 
a half- 
page ad in the newspaper, which 
had gone from four to six pages. 
Half-tones showing some of the 
town's "Beautiful Horn " 

Charles C. Wheeler, (Fair- 
mount Precinct) first to an- 
n print, for Magistrate 
Democratic ticket, had 
been followed in the newspaper's 
columns by Dr. S. O. Witherbce 
of Middletown; Jeff D. Cochran 
of Avoca. . . . "Paid in Full," "a 
powerful American play of con- 
temporaneous life, by Eugene 
Walter," was to be presented at 
Macauley's Theater, week of De- 
cember 7. . . . Mrs. George Mc- 
Daniel described a pleasant visit 
to the Baptist Orphans Hospital 
impanied by Mrs. Reuben 
;er. "We certainly have a 
home to be proud of," was the 
verdict, after they had been 
shown through. Eighty-five chil- 
dren were being caied for. Miss 
Abber Crombie, who was devot- 
ing "her life" to the welfare of 
these children, appeared to be 
'loved by all." 

Elvira Sydnor Miller in her 
Tatler column tells the story of

ty, who, endeavoring to help a 
burglar who declared he wanted 
reform, go straight, but needed 
job, got him one.

With the "Corrupt Practices 
Act" added, this foursome bridles 
the public servant as never be- 
fore, he adds. If an undesirable 
law is attempted over the pro- 
tests of the people, it can lie- 
stopped— and even if passed by a 
legislature or other public body, 
canntot take effect— if the 
tferandum is called in. If the 
public servant "gets out of line," 
makes himself obnoxious, he can 
be recalled, it is pointed out. Too 
much campaign money — (slush 
fund)— is prohibited by the cor- 
rupt practices law. The law was 
working satisfactorily in the West 
Mr. Tyler asserts and it has cor- 
rected many political evils.

Eight thousand pounds of to- 
bacco and a barn m which it was 
stored, belonging to L. L. Dorsey 
(the only weed grown in Jeffer- 
son County) was destroyed by 
fire near Anchorage. It was only 
partly insured. . . . The Bank of 
Prospect was "flourishing" as 
never before, the Harrod's Creek 
correspondent writes. It was es- 
tablished in 1903 and "Much 
credit is due to cashier E. C. 
Hoagland, of Sulphur, Ky." The 
bank building was two stories 
high— modern. Other officers of 
the bank, besides Hoagland, 
were: William J. Johnston, pres- 
ident; J. W. Mount, vice presi- 
dent. The institution opened for 
business November 15, 1903, with 
a capital of $15,000. T. S. Skiles, 
Sr., of Buechel, paid $400 for a 
pair of three-year-old mules, 
bought from Hudson Bros., Lou- 
isville. Charles Fegenbush was 
to leave this week for a trip to 
Oklohoma. John Frey, well 
known blacksmith of Buechel, 
had taken charge of the Miller 
Shop at Fern Creek. Mr. and 
Mrs. J. B. Finley had moved into 
their new Buechel home. The 
young men of Midletown had or- 
ganized a brass band and were 
to give a minstrel show at the 
Masonic Hall there on the night 
of January I, 1909. Money raised 
was to go toward getting an in- 
structor. Beard and Cardwell, 
Louisville real estate agents, 
advertising for the listing of 
farms, large, small or mediui 
anywhere in Jefferson County. 

L. Comingor and family had 
moved from Jeffersontown to 
Louisville and would reside on 
Alta Avenue. The Current 
Events Club would meet next 
Thursday at the home of Mrs. 
J. C. Alcock, 820 East Broadway, 
Louisville. The Baraca Class of 
the Highland Park Sunday 
School, gave a pumpkin-pie feast 
at the home of Mrs. Thomas, 
Wednesday last. Games and a 
fine supper were features. Misses 
Susie and Emma Weller, of Jef- 
fersontown, entertained in honor 
of Miss Mary Ray, of Lebanon 
Junction and the Misses Dorothy 
and Elizabeth Skiles, of Buechel. 

W. F. Ames, cashier for two 
years of the Jefferson County 
Bank, Jeffersontown, had ten- 
dered his resignation and intend- 
ed going into business for him- 
self. Mr. Ames had made many 
friends in the community. There 
had been "wonderful improve- 
ments" along the Bardstown 
Road. Electric line and many 
new homes were going up all the 
way to Fern Creek. The electrics 
had at last reached Shelbyville 
after several delays. The Society 
of Equity had made a success of 
a recent tobacco sale. Fern 
Creek was bragging "big." New 
homes were adding to business 
Stine Station had a 



church. The Rommel Bros, m 
erecting two new houses. Fe 
Creek had two generul stores, 
confectionery, a feed store and 
meat store. A blacksmith shop 
was an end-of-the-electric-line 
addition. Also a doctor, two 
preachers, two livery stables— 
and "one of the best schoolhouses 
in the county! "Farmers were 
advised to organize— not only in 
Jefferson County, but all over 
the state. The success of the 
Equity Society in the sale of their 
poled tobacco had proved an in- 
spiration. The recent price of 
wheat, "at 80 cents a bushel," 
was another.

The Times Herald of Dallas, Texas, recently published 
an outstanding editorial under the title "SELF-HELP 
WILL CURB WASHINGTON'S POWER." Here is the 
text of it: "Many, if not most, Americans complain of the 
Wntinuing centralization of power at Washington. And 
many are the solutions for this problem offered, especially 
to this political year. Some of these are highly complex. 
Others are more simple. 

"W. G. Vollmer, president of the Texas & Pacific Rail- 
rt>ad. offered a simple solution this week in a talk to lay- 
'faen of the First Methodist Church. It would be hard to 
find one more effective, if it were carried out. 

"Mr. Vollmer's solution was this— don't go to Wash- 
ington so often seeking money and favors. 

"He laid down this prohibition for American commun- 
ities, saying they must solve their local problems if free- 
dom in this country is to be preserved, but we may be sure 
'.he would extend it to private corporations and to individ- 
uals also. The record shows these, too, continually run to 
Washington for money and other aid, just as states, cities, 
towns, and hamlets do. 

"So long as we look to Washington for everything from 
a billion-dollar grant to advice on how to keep our hair 
from falling out, Washington is going to try to meet our 
"demands. To do so, it must have the power. 

, 'If we want to curb that power, let's stop asking it for 
so much." 

This comment so impressed John N. Gainer, former 
^vice-president of the United States, that he wrote the 
Times Herald it "is one of the soundest editorials I have 
read in many moons. If every paper in Texas, yes, in the 
United States, would follow suit and continue to repeat 
I believe we (would) get results." 

Well, Mr. Garner, we are willing to say "amen," in 
the good old, Methodist fashion. To us. there is no ques- 
tion as to the soundness of the Times Herald's editorial. 
The present burden of taxation is largely the result of the 
attitude of the people that the federal treasury is a grab- 
bag for anybody and any or all communities. 

But organized groups are the chief offenders when it 
comes to holding out hands to Washington, because they 
are in position to exert more pressure. They have been 
known to "turn on the heat" to the extent that the powers 
that be have been ignored the fundamental laws of the 
land to grant their requests. It will take some mighty- 
persuasion to get them to desist, unless they themselves 
wake up to the fact that they could actually go far enough 
to "kill the goose that lays the golden egg." 

Those who crv down big business among private en- 
terprises should remember that the Federal Government 
itself is one of the biggest operators of business, with ex- 
penses supplied from taxes levied, in many instances, on 
private business. And the trend's momentum grows. 

The things we get "free" from the government are paid 
for by John Public Taxpayer (you and me). Don't forget 
that, although it happens— is happening more and more— 
that members of some pressure groups do get some things 
at the expense of others who haven't the pressure to exert.

Voting ' 

As I write this article, it is two 
weeks before the election. For 
weeks we have heard the various 
candidates proclaim the efficacy 
of their platforms; we have been 
told how this or that policy will 
remake our world or else con- 
demn it to everlasting nothing- 
ness. Some few, rather few, rel- 
atively speaking, have become 
somewhat heated in their parti- 
sanship; but the most of us have 
ho-hummed a bit and wished for 
the Tuesday after the first Mon- 
day in November to roll around, 
so that we could think of some- 
thing else for four years. This 
does not argue any lack of pa- 
triotism on our side but merely a 
very accurate memory of other 
campaigns, with equally appeal- 
ing promises and equally glitter- 
ing policies. 

You who read this column do 
not need to be reminded that I 
grew up at Fidelity, which is in 
the rock-ribbed Democratic 
First Congressional District. 
When I was a youngster, a fellow 
who was a Democratic was 
one for life; the "good be- 
havior" clause, even, did not 
apply. Similarly, a Republican 
was a Republican. In Mr. Kip- 
ling's well-worn phrase, "never 
the twain shall meet." Bearded 
gentlemen bragged of having 
voted the ticket straight ever 
since before the Civil War. I 
suppose there were a few scratch- 
es, but they were a silent lot, for 
no one knew what might have 
happened to a fellow who con 
fessed to failure to take his poli- 
tics straight. 

Since those old days something 
has happened. There are now 
doubtful states, sometimes states 
that formerly never had a doubt. 
Even some of my ex-neighbors 
have in recent years voted 
strangely. There has arisen a 
new fellow called an Indepen- 
dent, a queer duck who cannot be 
figured out in advance, or, to 
change the figure, a horse that 
will not necessarily stand hitched. 
That elusive fellow is the one the 
candidates are trying to lasso. 
All parties have invaded Kentuc- 
ky this summer and fall; we Ken- 
tuckians have always known that 
we are great; the national bigt- 
wigs are discovering that we are 
important. At one time we could 
have written off as followers of 
certain lines, regardless of na- 
tional issues. There are several 



other states that seem as in- 
definite as Kentucky, according 
to Dr. GaUup's tireless but some- 
times accurate poll. 

The rise of the Independent is 
a force in American politics. The 
old "yellow dog" gag seems 
slightly antiquated. In fact, to 
many of us it was antiquated be- 
fore this century got started, but 
in some places it is just as true 
as ever. Party regularity is one 
of our folkways that baffle tlte 
disinterested observer. Whjr 
should a person regard himself as 
eternally doomed if he finds that 
his opinions do not chime with 
those of the party to which his 
ancestors belonged? It is a very 
short-sighted historian who 
would declare that our ancestors 
did not swap sides occasionally, 
but party regularity was much 
more common then than now. 
The Independent is not merely a 
follower of a new party; moat 
often he is not. He registers in 
one of the two leading parties 
and then follows his own best 
thinking when he votes. In no 
sense is the Independent of the 
sort I am talking about a poli- 
tician as such; he rarely express- 
es his opinion on the stump, 
chiefly because nobody wants 
him to help rally the stalwarts. 
He pays his taxes, he attends to 
his own affairs, and then he votes 
to please himself. His next-door 
neighbors may not know much 
about his political leanings. All 
this makes him a mysterious be- 
ing to those who feel honor- 
bound to stay on the same side of 
a wavering fence, partly because 
they started on that side and 
partly because they regard any 
change as dangerous. It is cer- 
tain that many an election jufet 
ahead of my writing this and just 
behind your reading it will turn 
or will have turned on the votes 
of these unknown quantities, the 
Independents.

With the special food prepara- 
tion for Thanksgiving over, it is 
well now to turn to thinking of 
simpler food, foods we may find 
right there on the farm, or in 
markets, food that has grown 
nearby. I'm thinking of some of 
the down to earth foods such as 
greens, salsify, turnips, apples, 
sweet potatoes, all in good supply 
here in Jefferson County right 

Salsify is not so very good 
looking as we see it being dug in 
the field or when we find it on 
the grocers' display table, bjut 
prepared with a bit of thought 
und care, it can come to the table 
in a most appetizing dish that is a 
favorite of all the family. Salsify 
my be, in your neighborhood, 
called oyster plant — this because 
of the similarity In its flavor to 
that of oysters. In fact, salsHUy 
my be used in any way that you 
use oysters — in .soup, or scalloped. 
Miss Florence Imlay and Mrs. 
Pearl Haak, food specialists sug- 
gested this recipe for scalloped 
salsify: 4 cups diced cooked sal- 
sify (to cook, scrape the roots, 
then slice and cook in boiling 
salted water), 4 tablespoons but- 
ter, 4 tablespoons flour, I cup 
milk, 1 cup vegetable stock, 2 
tablespoons chopped onion, 1 tea- 
spoon salt, *i cup buttered bread 
crumbs. Make a white sauce of 
the butter, flour, milk, vegetable 
stock. Add salsify and pour into 
buttered baking dish. Cover with 
buttered crumbs and bake in 
moderate oven (350 degrees F.) 
until the crumbs are brown. For 
variation you may add any one of 
the following to the white sauce:

Cut Clothing Costs 

Jefferson County homemakers 
who are taking sewing lessons 
through their homemakers clubs 
are learning several ways to cut 
down on clothing costs, notes Miss 
Anna K. Evans, home agent. For 
xample, Mrs. W. C. Kennedy 
planned to buy a new sewing 
machine. Then she went to the 
Mill Creek Homemakers Club, of 
which she is president, and 
learned to clean and adjust her 
old machine. As a result, she- 
decided against buying a new 
one. Two hundred and thirty- 
one women in the county 
put their machines in good 
running order in one month as a 
result of sewing machine clinics.

Nay Check Hunting 
Licenses On Farms 

FRANKFORT— "A Conserva- 
tion Officer of the Division of 
Game and Fish has a legal right 

enter upon the farm or proper- 
ty of any person to call for and 
inspect the licenses of hunters," 
Earl Wallace, Director of the 
Division declared today. His an- 
nouncement was made in answer 

questions by farm owners who 
inquired whether Conservation 
Officers have legal right to enter 
upon or trespass on their prop- 
erty. 

Wallace, declared that the 
powers of a Conservation Officer 
are similar to those of a sheriff 
his deputies in entering prop- 
erty to fulfill his sworn duties, 
and further pointed out that a 
Conservation Officer is vested 
with power to deputize help in 
the carrying out of his law en- 
forcement regulations. 

The director cited subsection 
two of chapter 150.090 of Kentuc- 
ky Revised Statutes which states: 
'Conservation Officers and other 
officers charged with the en- 
forcement of this chapter (Game 
and Fish laws) shall have the 
authority to call for and inspect 
the license or badge of any per- 
engaged in any activity 
where a license is required under 
this Chapter." 

"This makes it clear," the direc- 
tor declared, "that a Conserva- 
tion Officer may call on a hunt- 
er at any place to produce his
